Rita Hilton of Abby's Diner in Eagle Rock | Nathan Solis

Rita Hilton’s voice carries across the room at Abby’s Diner in Eagle Rock. Her brand of 
hospitality is familiar even if you've never met her before. She makes the tiny restaurant 
feel like a home. Hilton was a singer for a brief time out of high school and though she 
toured, she decided on making a home for her family. When she’s not waiting tables at 
Abby’s or taking care of her children, she’s playing pool, or playing parties as a clown for 
hire. 

Hilton grew up in Glassell Park, though she spends most of her time in Eagle Rock at 
Abby’s. If it wasn’t for her there would be no diner atmosphere, as she is the ultimate 
cheerleader for burgers and fries. 

What do you learn about people when you’re serving them food? 

I learn about their personalities, about them as individuals. They're usually nice to me, 
because I’m bringing them food, but also because I present them with a smile. Treat 
them like I want to be treated. 

How would you say you came up with your personality? 

I’ve always been like this. It was my sixth grade teacher, who I am still close to that 
taught me manners. She was my mentor at Fletcher Drive Elementary in Glassell Park. 
She's retired now, but she went to my 50th birthday party. She taught me everything. 
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You had a singing career right out of high school? Why'd you stop? 

In high school for six months I traveled around. I still sing once in a while. I wanted to 
provide the right tools for my kids, and I couldn’t do that on the road. Now I'm providing 
something for them. 

What were you like as a child? 

I was a tomboy. I played volleyball, softball, basketball, track. I was very competitive, and 
now I play pool. 

What do you think makes a diner inviting to customers? 

Friendly and clean atmosphere. When the people come in we want to make sure that 
they will be liked and we want to make sure we make them a real diner burger. 

When was the last time someone was hospitable to you? 

Last night at my birthday. It was real nice. I usually don’t remember my birthday, and my 
teammates got me a cake and sang to me. And they knew that my pool cue broke, so 
they bought me a new one.

The long-neglected statue of Florence Nightingale in Lincoln Park has gotten a lot of 
attention in the past week. Last Thursday, The Eastsider pointed out how the nearly 
80-year-old statue that honors the champion of modern nursing remained damaged 
while other landmarks in the park were undergoing a facelift. Then, L.A. Times columnist 
Steve Lopez weighed in over the weekend with a piece on how the Western 
Conservancy of Nursing History at Azusa Pacific University has offered to restore the 
statue but only if it can be move it to the school’s campus in the San Gabriel Valley. The 
city has turned down that request even though it has not bothered to perform major 
repairs to the statue since 1999, according to The Times. Now, Councilman Gil Cedillo 
has stepped into the issue, requesting that the city’s look into restoring and protecting 
the graceful albeit battered statue. 

A City Council motion introduced by Reyes says that moving the piece of public art to 
Azusa is not the answer. “We need to find a way to finance the restoration and protection 
of this statue,” says the motion, which if approved would direct the city's Cultural Affairs 
Department to look into ways to repair and protect the statue while keeping it in Lincoln 
Heights.

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7 Donor who broke campaign finance law in 2010 faces $45,000 
penalty

A San Fernando Valley businessman who admitted to illegally reimbursing campaign 
contributors during the 2011 municipal election faces a $45,000 fine from the Los 
Angeles City Ethics Commission. 

Juan Carlos Jaramillo, 52, has already agreed to pay the proposed penalty, which stems 
from his fundraising activities for Rudy Martinez, who lost to City Councilman Jose 
Huizar in a Boyle Heights-to-Eagle Rock district. 

The Ethics Commission must decide Thursday whether to impose the fine or seek a 
different sized penalty. Jaramillo has admitted that he reimbursed donors to Martinez, a 
practice known as campaign money laundering, bypassing the city's contribution limits. 

In 2011, donors were limited to $500 per council candidate. 

Jaramillo, who has an advertising company in Mission Hills, said he did not know that his 
actions were illegal until it was too late. Asked why he made the reimbursements, 
Jaramillo said he was “trying to look cool” by showing that he was a “rainmaker" for the 
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Martinez campaign. 

"When I learned that I was breaking the law, I testified and took full responsibility for my 
actions, which I’m very sorry for," he said. “I totally, royally screwed up and ... I would 
advise people to stay away from any political [activities] without knowing what you're 
doing.” 

Ethics Commission investigators concluded that in 2010, Jaramillo provided full or partial 
reimbursement to 18 donors to Martinez. Of that total, 11 were employees of his 
company, which goes by the name Financial Success, according to the commission 
report. Jaramillo said his company provides marketing, promotions and other services to 
the law office of former Councilman Nick Pacheco, who lost to Huizar in 2005. 

More than three years ago, a former employee of Pacheco's firm contacted the district 
attorney about Jaramillo's campaign activities. Carlos Lira, the former employee, said 
Jaramillo provided him and his wife partial reimbursement for donations they made to 
Martinez. Lira said he and his wife feared they would lose their jobs in Pacheco's office if 
they declined to write a check to Martinez. 

In 2010, Martinez returned $6,000 in contributions affiliated with Jaramillo after receiving 
a letter from the Ethics Commission asking about the donations. Martinez, who has 
appeared on the home-renovation television show "Flip This House," said Monday that 
he had no knowledge at the time that Jaramillo had been reimbursing donors. 

Jaramillo said Monday that Martinez had no knowledge of the reimbursements during 
the campaign. 

Under the city's laws, Jaramillo could receive a maximum fine of $90,000. Ethics officials 
proposed half that amount because Jaramillo is a first-time offender who cooperated with 
their investigation. 

"Jaramillo has saved significant commission staff resources by entering into this 
stipulated settlement at an early stage in the investigation," the report to the commission 
states.
